That means that the costs of 
keeping an accident victim off work until his injuries are healed are sub- 
stantially increased. This is another cost which has to come out of the 
premium. 


6 The Number of Accidents — Naturally, the cost of car insurance is 
greatly atiected by the number of accidents in relation to the humber of cars 
insured. Thanks to the efforts of many people, this ratio of accidents has 
started to go down — only moderately down as yet, and not nearly enough 
to offset all the costs which have been going up. Nevertheless, this trend 
toward a lower accident ratio — a trend we all can assist by careful driving

You may still run into an argument, especially with 
some of the old-timers, but the Vancouver professional's 
showing in jast week's Can- 


ada Cup tournament cer- 
plainly earned him some 
more fans. 


In winning the individual 
trophy from a field of top 
international stars, Leonard 
proved for the second time 
in five years that he ranks 
with the best in the world. 

In copquering Snead and 
Middlecof! of the United 
Statés, Stan beat out a pair 
of respected, oid pros; in 
besting Gary Player — of 
South Africa and Peter 
Thomson of Australia, he 
beat out two of the fines¢ 
young stars’in the world. 

He conquered youth and 
experience and a strange 
course, in again boosting 
Canada’s golf rating to the 
heights of respectability.

There was one facet of last week's United Nations’ show 
In Australia that rankled Canadian golfers as much as Leon- 
ard’s showing pleased them. That was the fact that the US. 
team slipped ahead in the last round to nose out Canada for 
runner-up honors,

Nobody particularly cared when the Canada Cup wént 
to. Australia, but they did seem to mind seeing Canada beaten 
out for second place, @ rivalry with our closest neighbors 
is particularly intense because of the fact the U.S. is re- 
garded the leading golf nation in the world. 

Canada’s fall to third may be blamed on Al Balding, the 
cigar-smoking Ontario pro, who, at best, can be described as 
a hot-and-cold performer. 

In terms of dollars and cents, Balding enjoyed’one great 
year—1957— but has done little else to convince me that he is 
on a par with Leonard. 

Leonard arid Balding have been Canada's representatives 
in three of the jast four years, In 1958, Balding teamed up 
with Edmonton's Henry Martell and Canada finished 17th— 
their worst performance since John Jay Hopkins inaugu- 
rated his international tournament 

Martell finished 13th in the individual standings with a 
four-round score of 294. Balding finished 17th with 314 at 
Mexico City. 

Going-back over the years, a comparison of Canada's 
showing -in the tournament may be-interesting, This is 
what they did, with Canada’s order of finish shown in 

_ brackets: :

1959—Leonard 275, Balding 299 (3rd). 
1958—Martell 204, Balding 314 (17th). 
1957—Leonard 283, iding 293 (6th).

Unfortunately, records for 1955 were unavailable im- 
mediately. In our haste to write this column before Leon- 
ard’s grandchildren started setting records, we chose to 
ignore that year. We ppologize to Balding if it makes any 
serious dent in the comparisons. , 

In the five years shown, Leonard’s average round was 
69.9. Balding’s average was 75.2, while Huot, whose only ap- 
pearance in the Canada Cup series came when the tourra- 
ment was played on a course with which he was very famii- 
jar, averaged 73.75.

“I cannot actept the propo- 
sition that the city loves your 
children more than you do; 
or that the health-care of your 
child should be decided by the 
city council, or even by the 
vote of. your neighbors,” he 
added. 

He said he favored giving 
each child fluoride individu- 
ally. , 

“But it you put it in water, 
the dose to the individual can- 
not be controlled,” he said. 
“In each case, the dose con- 
sumed will depend on how 
much water the person hap- 
pens to consume. 

“The effects on the teeth 
and on the body do not depend 
on how much is in thé water. 
They depend on how much 
Rets into the body; and the 
effects of haphazard dosage 
cannot help but be haphazard 
and. unpredictable.” 

Dr. MacWhinnie said the | 
claim that fluoridation was 
“perfectly” safe was “entirely 
false.” 2 

“Fluoridation is compulsory 
medication of the masses 
whether they need it or not, 
whether they want it‘or' not,” 
the stated.

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — To- 
ledo's experimental malls, in 
general, produced a favorable 
attitude on the part of the pub- 
lie but made no significant 
change in shopping habits, a 
survey shows. 

The four downtown malls 
were madé into regular streets 
again last weekend after a 3'2- 
month test 

Peter W. Rogers, president 
ot Rogers National Research, 
said Tuesday his study showed 
that. parking —and traffic 
still are basic problems. (The 
plan did not provide extrg/oft. 
street parking as woylda pro- 
pesed Victoria _plati-) 

According to his survey, 64 
per cent of the public felt the 
malls made shopping more 
peasant, 65 per cent felt they 
were good for Toledo in gen- 
eral and 64 per cent felt they 
boosted the city’s morale and 
eivie pride. 

But although Toledo has re- 
converted, Kalamazoo, Mieh 
has made its two-block-long 
mall, opened Aug. 19, a perma 
nent fixture, and has plans for 
more; Fort Worth, Tex., boasts 
one, and smaller Middletown, 
in southern Ohio, also lets the 
buildings along its busiest 
street look out on flowers and 
shrubs instead of meters and 
asphalt.
